ON TO WASHINGTON 


President Frank lin Roosevelt sends 
the following 
message 
to all Boy 
Scouts of the Chisholm Trail Coun­ 
cil and of America: 
It is appropriate that we are plan­ 
ning for the Celebration of the 25th 
Anniversary of the Boy Scouts of 
America, which will culminate in a 
great National Jamboree here in the 
Nation’s Capitol. 
I hope that it >vill 
be possible to have every nook and 
cranny , every section of our Nation, 
represented.. 


Every Scout in y our city has the 
privilege 
of 
reecommending 
two 
scouts whose qualifications must be 
as follows: 


1. 
Must be a First Class Scout on 
or before July 1, 19 35. 
2. 
Must have 
had a t least one 
y ear’s service by July 1, 19 35, 
3. 
Must have had ten day s camp­ 
ing ex perience. 
4. 
Must attend preliminary Ja m ­ 
boree training Camp a t Camp Tonk - 
awa. 
The cost, including all ex penses, 
will be approx imately 
$100.00 per 
scout, including the $25.00 National 
Jamboree ex pense. 
The objectives of this, the first N a­ 
tional Jam boree ever attem pted 
in 
America, are: 
To promote a new 
sense of National Brotherhood and 
stimulate friendship 
among 
scouts 
and Scouters, who from all over the 
country , will camp together and have 
a chance to k now each other better; 
To provide an educational opportun­ 
ity for scouts 
to 
see 
the historic 
shrines of the Nation’s Capitol; to 
stimulate our program of citizenship 
training by visits during the Ja m ­ 
boree to the National Government of­ 
fices; To give scouts an opportunity 
to observe the methods and program 
of Scouts of other section of this 
country and many foreign countries; 
To see and hear the President of the 
United States, who will tak e part in 
the program. 


HOW TO MEET THE EXPENSES 


1. 
By having the participant, or 
his parents, or friends pay his fee, in 
this event, however, the Scoutmaster 
and Troop Committee should mak e 
certain that the Scout doing so is not 


selected solely because of his ability 
to pay his own fee, but in addition 
to this is a worthy representative of 
his troop.

MANY BANKS LONG LIVED 


In the United States— 
168 Banks over 100 years old. 
2,472 Banks over 50 years old. 
10,391 Banks over 25 years old. 


There are in the United States 168 
banks that have been in continuous ex­ 
istence for more than one hundred 
years. There are 2,472 banks over fifty 
years old, while 64% of all the banks in 
this country, or 10,391. are twenty-five 
years old or older. 
In other words, practically two-thirds 
of the banks in this country have come 
through several successive periods of 
depression and panic, including 1907, 
1914, 1920 and 1929-33. 


The Oldest Bank 
The oldest bank in the country, which 
Is In Boston, was chartered February 
17, 1784. 
In the 64% of banks that are twen­ 
ty-five years old or older is lodged 
a major portion of the banking re­ 
sources of the nation. In commenting 
recently upon the stability of a great 
majority of the banks in the United 
States. Dr Harold Stonier, Educational 
Director of the American Bankers As­ 
sociation, said: 
"The fact that we have so many 
banks that nave been In existence a 
long period of years is an eloquent 
tribute to the genius of American man 
agerial ability, for no other country 
has experienced such wild gambling 
eras and resultant periods of business 
stagnation as those through which our 
country has passed at frequent inter 
vals during the past century.” 


NEW WEALTH FROM SOIL

To accomplish that 
end, the AAA offered to pay farmers at 
the rate of thirty cents per bushel for 
not growing corn. The plan worked as 
It might naturally be supposed to have 
worked and there was the expected 
curtailment of production. 
But nature took a hand and the 
drouth settled down over the vast corn 
producing areas of the Middle West. 
So great was this disaster that there 
is not now sufficient corn to meet do- | 
mestic requirements. 
Importation of 
corn resulted, and the port of Balti­ 
more had the novel experience of see 
Ing corn shipped in Instead of out. 
Secretary Wallace has defended the 
AAA policies on the ground that they 
were exceedingly flexible and could be 
used to Increase or decrease produc­ 
tion as conditions required. It seems, 
however, that corn has a habit of grow­ 
ing only during the summer months 
and If the production hi that period Is 
insufficient the winter months must 
witness s shortage.
